A new football coach is hired by the Kansas State university, 
find his entry is heralded on the front pages all over the Missouri 
valley. The employment of the greatest scholar in the world, to 
teach those students in the classroom, would not attract one-tenth 
of the attention. 
Whereupon William Allen White rises to re­ 
mark: 
“If college regents, trustees and faculties desire to keep pro­ 
fessionalism out of athletics, why are they forever hiring high- 
priced professional coaches for their sporting department?” 
He goes further, making this radical suggestion: 
“Why can’t Kanses, where the farmer’s money supports 
these schools—the money earned so hard in a depressed industry 
—why can’t Kansas pass a law prohibiting intercollegiate athletics 
in Kansas at schools receiving state money ? It would save hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars of state money, by driving out of our 
state schools the sporting crowd from Kansas Sity and the big 
towns and put IOO per cent more efficiency and enthusiasm into 
the faculties of the state schools. 
“Exercise is needed. 
Make it compulsory. 
Let interclass 
spirit in the scholos furnish the necessary sporting spirit. 
Fire 
the professional coach and make education real in Kansas, not the 
annex of the sporting pages of the newspapers.” 
And that, as some newspaper editors and readers will agree, 
is such sensible suggestion that there is no hope whatever of the 
University of Kansas or any other university, following it—at 
present. 
College athletics must get worse yet before they get 
better.

BASKIN’S LETTER

Peace In Williamson County 
The coroner of “bloody Williamson county” in Illinois an­ 
nounced early in January that the county is rapidly losing its un­ 
pleasant title. 
In the past decade that county has averaged 17 
murders a year. 
In 1924 it had 18 murders. 
Outsiders looked 
with horror upon Herrin and the county in which it is located be 
cause of the factional warfare. 
In 1925, however, there were only IO murders in the whole 
county. The habit of violence is growing less. The coroner says: 
“The county is peaceful because it wants to be and not be­ 
cause authorities are holding fiery factions in check with firearms. 
The reformation has come from within, a”d this year s murder list 
probably will be the smallest since 1915.” 
When Williamson county has conquered its own crime waye, 
it should offer to help the rest of the country where murder seems 
to be on the increase. 


International Economics 


The International Economic conference being planned for 
this year holds great possibilities for peace and progress. 
It is 
aimed to assemble experts in science, industry, commerce and 
agriculture as well as a few representatives of that great body 
made up of the world’s “average consumers.” They will study in­ 
ternational and national conditions in these various branches of 
life which, when misunderstood or misapplied, might breed war. 
There seems to be no end to conferences on every available 
and thinkable topic. Sometimes they get nowhere and mean lit­ 
tle. But such an international gathering as the one proposed may 
at least be made highly educational. By spreading understanding 
of mutual problems and mutual dependence of the nations upon 
one another, it may hasten the abandonment of war as an out­ 
worn system.

America Discovers I ti elf 
W ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19. — 
A m ericans who are alive today and 
saw 
McKinley 
elected 
President, 
would, if they took tim e to analyze 
the current United S tates, discover 
that their nation had m ade a momen- 
j tous discovery. 
They would find th at 
it has realized th at it is a nation; that 
it bas awakeiMd to the fact th at it 
has a tradition; th at it has inflated its 
lungs in an exhllaraion of national 
pride. 
And looking back they, would see 
thejr nation in its grow th during the 
first quarter of the tw entieth century, 
when it began to assum e m ature pro­ 
portions. 
They would see its popula­ 
tion leap m ore th an th irty m inions; 
they would see its w ealth quadrupled; 
they would see It brushed up against 
the world and thrill at the touch, as a 
youth thrills at his first worldly con­ 
tact; and they would see it em erge 
as a world power of the first order, 
young, healthy, sturdy, and eager for 
further experience. 
And they would 
zee it in its first attem pt to be itself, 
and find th a t it is slowly, though sure-^ 
ly, succeeding, as national conscious­ 
ness dawns upon it. 
For this youngster of the nations, 
who during th e past century,%was eou- 
sidered by its European parents only 
as ba.ving “trem endous possibilities,” 
has suddenly become old in experi­ 
ence, how ever young in years, and is 
killing fatted calves for its prodigal 
antecedents. 
And w ith this experi­ 
ence is crystallizing an A m ericanism , 
not of the old flam boyant, band-play­ 
ing, flag-waving type, but one th at is 
durable and perm anent, and m akes 
for national traditions th a t outlast 
centuries. 
True, this how A m ericanism is as 
yet rather feeble and is being fought, 
w hether consciously or unconsciously, 
by all the com plaints th a t affect the 
young nation—those isms and ites 
th at are the final convulsions of ado­ 
lescence before m aturity—but it is 
founded on a solid foundation, and. 
from all precedents set by other na­ 
tions, should endure. 
Artists From Overteas 
This new A m ericanism is displayed 
in American artistic circles. 
Follow­ 
ing the w ar th ere was a mad rush to 
A m erican shores by a rtists of Europe 
who found th at folks hack home could 
not 
pay 
th e 
piper. 
But 
America 
could. 
So to America they cam e and 
A m erica opened up and received them . 
“W hat w as th ere left for us to do.’’ 
w rites Daniel Gregory Mason, “but to 
open our m ouths a n d -shut our eyes, 
and try to swallow as much of it all as 
we could w ithout drow ning?” 
Mr. Mason is speaking of the inva­ 
sion of A m erica by European music, 
but music is hut one phase of it. There 
are 
literature, 
painting, 
dram atics. 
sculpture, architecture, and dancing. 
And in sw allowing the conglom eration 
of alien art, America found herself in 
a dilemma. 
German, Briton. Frencn- 
m an. Russian, Spaniard. Italian. Scan­ 
dinavian. all threw th eir spice into 
the m elting pot, and the problem now 
is to assim ilate it. 
But the point is th a t there are 
efforts to do so, and these efforts are 
producing results. 
T here is the new 
movement in literatu re th at bays there 
arc American classics as well as those 
of other nations and peoples. JThere 
are Theodore D reiser, Jam es Branch 
Cabell, H enry L. M encken, Sinclair 
Lewis, and others, whose efforts are 
producing A m ericana in literature. 
There are now Am erican composers 
whose efforts are bent in the direction 
of creating an A m ericana in music. 
There is the new operetta by George 
Gershwin th a t strives to depict New 
York at work and at play. 
And there 
are the works of MacDowell and Pow­ 
ell for A m ericans to point to. 
There are the lithographs of Bellows 
and the m asterpieces of Sargent, and 
such sculptors as French have pro­ 
duced statues of which America eau 
well be proud. 
And on the stage 
Americans 
have 
scored 
signal 
tri­ 
umphs. 
A m erican dram atics have in­ 
vaded Europe and have been applaud­ 
ed in Paris, London. Berlin, and Vi­ 
enna. 
Indeed, one observer goes so 
Jar as to ray th a t the rule of the 


British th e a ter by^Shaw has been im 
periled by th e invading Americana 
And in architecture and dancing the 
U nited S tates has produced som ething 
all her own. 
Every* Nation a Borrower 
It is tru e th a t in all these American 
efforts there is a tincture of foreign 
influence, but it has alw ays been so 
with every people. 
Each nation bor­ 
rows from its predecessors. 
“A rt is,” again quoting Mr. Mason, 
“only a coral reef, and the greatest 
a rtist is only one m ore insect, owing 
his virtue m ore to his attachm ents 
than to him self.” 
Continuing, he de­ 
clares, "W e m ust rem eber th at one 
does not m aster a tradition merely 
by defining it academ ically, or under­ 
standing it intellectually; one has to 
live into it by long habit a part of 
one’s 
point 
of view ; 
and 
perhaps 
even m ore opposed they are. the m om 
arduous is this assim ilation.” , 
Consider then, th at alm ost every 
nation has brought its art traditions 
to America and A m erica is trying to 
assim ilate them . 
The present efforts 
are the first results of the attem pt. 
A nother indication th at A m erica is 
realizing th at it has a tradition of its 
own, though at the sam e tim e attem p t­ 
ing to assim ilate those of its predeces­ 
sors, is the present craze for litho­ 
graphs and prints of the newly-called 
Middle Am erican Period, or th at of 
A m erica in the making. 
P rin ts worth 
but one dollar ten years ago, have 
risen one hundred fold in value, and 
lithographs showing life in Newr York 
City in the middle of the last century 
bring as much as $600 each. 
If one builds a house in New York 
now the thing to do is not to ransack 
a rt shops for R enaissance treasures, 
but to find pure A m erican art, nam ely 
those antiquated, pieces of C urrier and

In 
combination

other instruments, the solo piano al­ 
ways assumes leadership, by reason of 
divine right, so to speak. But here the 
chances are equal, and the welding of

must 
produce an organic 
whole. 
AH other duet forms imply 
the joining of parts—incomplete 
in 
themselves—but here two complete en­ 
tities are made into one. 
Hence the 
scarcity of piano ensembles and the 
demand for the highest form of musi­ 
cianship.

Time of filing federal income tax 
returns probably will be extended 
until the new revenue act ie passed 
by congress, it was announced today 
by Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
Fred George. 
He declared, however, that Wash­ 
ington officials say that the bill is 
virtually certain of passage before 
March 15, when the tax returns are 
due. 
"Heretofore taxpayers have been 
Urged to file their income tax returns 
early,” said Deputy George. 
“The filing of returns this year is 
delayed, pending enactment of the 
new 
revenue 
act, 
which 
contains 
changes in rates and other features. 
George's Office Hours. 
"However, there is nothing to pr£‘ 
vent a taxpayer from closing his 
boobs and computing his net income. 
8uch computations will not be af 
fected by any provision of the new 
a c t 
“The actual preparation of the re 
turn Itself, after the computation, re­ 
unites, In a majority of case a, but a 
few minutes. 
“Therefore, it is advised that nil 
figures aud data be assembled, pend­ 
ing receipt of blanks by taxpayers. 
When released the blanks will be tent 
to taxpayers. 
"All single persons, whose earn 
Ings amounted to t i,OOO or more and 
married persons who made $2,500 or 
more, must file returns this year. 
Salaries must include rents, interest 
on monies, bonds and securities and 
other profits.” 
Mr. George will be in his office in 
the basement of the postoffice build­ 
ing every Wednesday to assist ta t 
payers in making their returns.

A new football coach is hired by the Kansas State university, 
and his entry is heralded on the front pages all over the Missouri 
valley. 
The employment of the greatest scholar in the world, to 
teach those students in the classroom, would not attract one-tenth 
of the attention. 
Whereupon William Alien White rises to re­ 
m ark: 
“If college reg* lits, trustees and faculties desire to keep pro­ 
fessionalism out of athletics, why are they forever hiring high- 
priced professional coaches for their sporting department?” 
He goes further, making this radical suggestion I 
“Wh> can’t Kanses, where the farmer’s money supports 
these schools—the money earned so hard in a depressed industry 
—why can’t Kansas pass a law prohibiting intercollegiate athletics 
in Kansas at schools receiving state money? 
It would save hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars of state money, by driving out of our 
state schools tho sporting crowd from Kansas Sity and the big 
towns and put IOO per cent more efficiency and enthusiasm into 
the faculties of the state schools. 
“Exercise is needed. 
Make it compulsory. 
Let interclass 
spirit in the scholos furnish the necessary sporting spirit. 
Fire 
the professional coach and make education real in Kansas, not the 
annex of the sporting pages of the new spapers.” 
And that, as some newspaper editors and readers will agree, 
is such sensible suggestion that there is no hope whatever of the 
University of Kansas or any other university, following it—at 
present. 
College athletics must gel worse yet before they get 
better.

Peace In W illiam son C ounty 
The coroner of “bloody Williamson county” in Illinois an­ 
nounced early in January that the county is rapidly losing its un­ 
pleasant title. 
In the past decade that county has averaged 17 
murders a year. 
In 1924 it had 18 murders. 
Outsiders looked 
with horror upon Herrin and the county in which it is located be­ 
cause of the factional warfare. 
In 1925, however, there were only IO murders in the whole 
county. The habit of violence is growing less. The coroner says: 
“The county is peaceful because it wants to be and not be­ 
cause authorities arc holding fiery factions in check with firearms 
The reformation has come from within, a”d this year’s murder list 
probably will be the smallest since 1915.” 
When Williamson county has conquered its own crime waye 
it should offer to help the rest of the country where murder seems 
to be on the increase. 


International Econom ics 


The International Economic conference being planned for 
this year holds great possibilities for peace and progress. 
It is 
aimed to assemble experts in science, industry, commerce and 
agriculture as well as a few representatives of that great body 
made up of the world’s “average consumers.” They will study in­ 
ternational and national conditions in these various branches of 
life which, when misunderstood or misapplied, might breed war. 
There seems to be no end to conferences on every available 
and thinkable topic. 
Sometimes they get nowhere and mean lit­ 
tle. But such an international gathering as the one proposed-may 
at least be made highly educational. By spreading understanding 
of mutual problems and mutual dependence of the nations upon 
one another, it may hasten the abandonment of war as an out­ 
worn system.

And looking baek they, would see 
thejr nation in its growth during the 
first quarter of the tw entieth century, 
when it began to assum e mature pro­ 
portions. 
They would see Us popula­ 
tion leap more than thirty millions; 
they would see its wealth quadrupled; 
they would see it brushed up against 
the world and thrill at the touch, as a 
youth thrills at his first worldly con­ 
tact; and they would see it emerge 
as a world power of the first order, 
young, healthy, sturdy, and eager for 
further experience. 
And they would

So to America they came and 
America opened up and received them. 
"W hat was there left for us to do,” 
writes Daniel Gregory Mason, “but to 
open our mouths and-shut our eyes. 
and try to swallow as much of it all as 
we could without drow ningV 
Mr. Mason is speaking of the inva­ 
sion of America by European music, 
lint music is but one phase of it. There 
are 
literature, 
palming, 
dramatics, 
sculpture, architecture, and dancing 
And in swallowing the conglomeration 
of alien art, America found herself in 
a dilemma. 
German, Briton, Frencn- 
man, Russian, Spaniard, Italian, Scan­ 
dinavian, all threw their spice into 
the melting pot. and the problem now 
ie to assimilate It. 
But the point 
is that there are 
efforts to do so, and these efforts arc 
producing results. 
There is the m w 
movement in literature that says there 
are American classics as well an those 
of other nations and peoj lee. 
There 
are Theodore Dreiser, Jam es Branch 
Cabell, Henry L. Mencken, Sinclair 
1/ewin. and others, whose efforts are 
producing Americana in literature. 
There are now American composers 
whose efforts are bent in the direction 
of creating an Americana in music. 
There is the new operetta by George 
Gershwin that strives to depict New 
York at work and at play 
And there 
a r t the works of MacDowell and Pow­ 
ell for Americans to point to. 
There are the lithographs of Bellows 
and the masterpieces of Sargent, and 
such sculptors as French have pro­ 
duced statues of which America eau 
well be proud. 
And on the stage 
Americans 
have 
scored 
signal 
tri­ 
umphs. 
American dram atics have in 
vuded Europe and have been applaud­ 
ed In Paris, London, Berlin, and Vi­ 
enna. 
Indeed, one observer goes so 
far ae to ray that the rule of the 


P re s id e n t,|with every people. 
Each nation hol­ 
lo a n a ly z e r0WB from its predecessors. 
“Art is,” again quoting Mr. Mason. 
“only a coral reef, and the greatest 
artist Is only one more insect, owing 
his virtue more to his attachm ents 
than to himself.” 
Continuing, he de­ 
clares, “We must rem eber that one 
does not m aster a tradition merely 
by defining it academically, or under­ 
standing it intellectually; one has to 
live into it by long habit a part of 
one’s 
point 
of view; 
and 
perhaps 
even more opposed they are, the morn 
arduous is this assimilation.” , 
Consider then, that almost every 
nation has brought its art traditions 
to America and America is trying to 
assimilate them. 
The present efforts 
are the first results of the attempt. 
Another indication that America is 
realizing that it has a tradition of its 
own, though at the same time attem pt­ 
ing to assimilate those of its predeces­ 
sors, is the present craze for litho­ 
graphs and prints of the newly-called 
Middle American Period, or that of 
America in the making. 
Prints worth 
but one dollar ten years ago, have 
risen one hundred fold in value, and 
lithographs showing life in New York 
City in the middle of the last century 
bring as much ag $600 each. 
If one builds a house in New York 
now the thing to do Is not to ransack 
art shops for Renaissance treasures, 
but to find pure American art, namely 
those antiquated pieces of Currier and 
Ives, 
many 
of 
them 
discarded 
as 
w orthless fifty years ago, and to pay 
fabulous prioes for them. 
Likewise prints showing the old 
West are in demand and even the 
Beadle novels, once despised aa cor- 
ruptors of youth and derelicts of lit­ 
erature, that sold for a dime and a 
half, have brought as much as $11 or 
$12 
to their purveyors 
at 
a 
sale. 
Twenty-five years ago a Currier and 
Ives lithograph would have brought 
only twenty-five cents; today the same 
piece may be worth hundreds of dol­ 
lars, more evidence of what the past 
quarter of a century has produced in 
America. 
If is as if America, hurtling forward 
at breakneck speed, after the war, had 
stopped to look at itself in the mirror, 
and had found many wonderful things, 
and with these things was trying to 
merge the traditions and art of its 
foreign antecedents to form an Ameri 
Cana for the future to rest on.

He declared, however, that W ash­ 
ington officials say that the bill Is 
virtually certain of passage before 
March 15, when the tax returns are 
due. 
“Heretofore taxpayers 
have boon 
urged to file their income tax return a 
early." said Deputy George. 
"The filing of returns this year Is 
delayed, pending enactment of the 
new 
revenue 
act, 
which 
contains 
changes in rates and other features. 
George’s Office Hours, 
"However, there is nothing to pre-* 
vent 
a 
taxpayer 
from 
closing 
his 
books and computing his net income. 
Such computations will not 
be af­ 
fected by any provision of the new 
act. 
* The actual preparation of the re 
turn itself, after the computation, re 
quires, in a majority of eases, hut «t 
few minutes. 
"Therefore, it is advised that all 
figures and data be assembled, pend­ 
ing receipt of blanks ny taxpayers 
Wiien released the blanks will be tent 
to taxpayers. 
“All single 
persons, whose earn ­
